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Council Launches Program 


40 Senior Citizens 
Are Set for Jubilee 


$16,500 Received 
For 1954 Floods 


After more than two years 
of dickering, the City of 
Sierra Madre this week re¬ 
ceived a check from the 
Federal Government for $16,- 
500.17 for expenses incurred 
during the 1953-54 fire and 
floods here. 

The city first had asked 
for about $27,000, which was 
whittled to about $21,000 by 
the Government. Deductions 
for what were termed ineli¬ 
gible items brought the final 
figure down to $16,500.17. 

However, the city believes 
some of the deductions are 
questionable, and there’ll be 
more dickering before the 
case is closed. 

The reimbursement was 
forthcoming because the dis- 
aster occurred on federal 
lands. 


Forty of Sierra Madre’s senior citizens have indicated their 
intention to participate in Sierra Madre’s Diamond Jubilee, to 
be held April 15-21. The week long celebration is sponsored by 
the Chamber of Commerce, and events are scheduled for each 
day. 

The city park and the Wo¬ 
man's Club House will be the 
scene of activities on Monday, 
April 16, when men over 75 
will gather on the city shuf- 
fleboard courts for a tourna¬ 
ment. 

Needlework submitted by the 
women will be judged in the 
park house Sunday, April 15. 

In the evening of April 16, 
all senior citizens will be 
guests of the city at the com¬ 
munity dinner and fashion 
show in the Woman’s Club. 

The members of the Civic 
Club are sponsoring the nee¬ 
dlework contest, while F. Carl 


The City Council voted Tuesday night to undertake a study 
leading to possible erection of a new city hall. 

At the same time, the Council voted up to $1,500 for the 
painting of the assembly hall, most of the offices and outside 
woodwork on the present city hall. 

On a motion by Councilman 
Lome Pratt, the Council voted 
to instruct Kay Kalicka of Gor¬ 
don Whitnall & Associates, the 
city’s planning consultant, to 
prepare a study of possible lo¬ 
cation for a new city hall. 

The city administrator was 
directed to prepare cost studies 
of architectural expenses and 
the Finance Committee of the 
Council was instructed to look 
into methods to finance the 
new structure. 

The present city hall was 
built in 1927 on a $24,000 bond 
issue after the site and founda¬ 
tions wgre donated to the city 
by the Sierra Madre Volunteer 
Fire Department. 

It was pointed out at the 
meeting that business licenses 
so far this year have brought 
revenues of $13,650 as com¬ 
pared to the $10,000 budgeted 
for the entire year. The in¬ 
crease was ascribed to stricter 
enforcement and inspection. 

With these funds and the ex¬ 
pected revenues from the in¬ 
creased county sales tax—plus 
$16,500.77 received this week 
from the U.S. Government for 
expenses during the 1953-54 
fire and floods—it was believed 
the city may now be in finan¬ 
cial shape to go ahead with 
the new city hall. 

Meantime, the sad shape of 
the present city hall required 
an immediate paint job, the 
Council decided. The annual 
budget provides $2,600 for im¬ 
provements on the city hall. 

In other actions the Council: 

1— Approved a request by the 
Los Angeles County Flood Con¬ 
trol District for permission to 
construct tin* Lima St. storm 
drains to the Lima and Auburn 
debris basins. The drains will 
be totally underground except 
at the outlet. Construction is 
expected to begin May 10 and 
be completed Jan. 1, 1957. 

2— Voted to abandon Assess¬ 
ment District 3 in light of the 
county’s refusal to allow use of 
gas tax monies to improve 
Carter, Ramona, Michillinda 
and Fairview on the grounds 
that these are not major 
streets. 

3— 41 e a r d a report on the 
commission for the new park¬ 
ing district, which held its or¬ 
ganizational meeting last week. 

The commission, composed of 
Carl Hansen, Don Jackson and 
Tom Schwartz, will meet on 
the second Tuesday of each 
month at 7:30 p.m. Mr. Schwartz 
has been named chairman.

A motion for a new trial was 
denied and an execution was 
levied against the shoe store 
and all of its inventory. 

Mr. Hurwit’s law firm report¬ 
ed that his client had no alter¬ 
native but file a petition in 
bankruptcy.

The above figure shocked all 
of us attending the Recruit¬ 
ment Clinic held at Occidental 
College on March 5. This was 
one of five clinics held 
throughout the state under the 
auspices of the State Depart¬ 
ment of Education, California 
Teachers Association, and 
California Congress of Parents 
and Teachers. 

It included representatives 
from both lay and professional 
groups. The purpose of the 
clinic was to stimulate the de¬ 
velopment of a coordinated lo¬ 
cal and state-wide teacher re¬ 
cruitment program. 

Dr. Claude Fawcett, educa¬ 
tional consultant for the Na¬ 
tional Association of Manufac¬ 
turers, told us that the impli¬ 
cation of a teacher shortage 
upon society means we shall 
not have people who can con¬ 
tribute to society within the 
framework in which we live.

Mr. and Mrs. Ed Lawrence, 227 W. Orange Grove Ave. have 
just returned from a year’s absence and a lengthy trip' around 
the world. 

Leaving last January by ship - 
from San Francisco their first ] 
port of call was Honolulu, then < 
the Fiji Islands and Auckland, i 
New Zealand, where they dis- < 
embarked, rented a small car 
and ’explored both North and 
South Islands for a month. 

A flight to Sydny followed 
and five weeks of trveling in¬ 
cluded trips from Hobart, Tas¬ 
mania, to Cairns and the Bar¬ 
rier Reef. After two days in 
Mt. Isa in central Australia, 
they flew to Darwin and on to 
Indonesia with a four-day side 
trip to Bali. 

Next to Singapore, Bangkok, 

Calcutta, with a cool interlude 
up in Darjeeling, the 8,000-foot 
high retreat commanding mag¬ 
nificent views of the eternally 
snow-covered Himalayas. 

Next to Benares, the Holy 
City, and on to New Delhi with 
a train trip to the Taj Mahal, 
and another flight to the 
peaceful and beautiful Vale of 
Kashmir. By air from Bombay 
via Karachi and Aden to Nai¬ 
robi, for a few days, tnd then 
to Johannesburg. 

In Johannesburg they again 
rented a car, toured down to 
Capetown and along the beau¬ 
tiful Garden Route to Durban, 
up into Kruger National Park 
and back into Johannesburg. 

Then they went by train to Vic¬ 
toria Falls for a five-day stay 
before continuing on into the 
Belgian Congo, where they 
boarded a steamer for five 
days on the Upper Congo. 

Finally arriving at Alberts- 
ville and crossing Lake Tan- 
ganika, they engaged a driver 
and car and continued into Al¬ 
bert National Park, where they 
saw many elephants, hippos, 
antelopes, buffaloes and wild 
birds. They hiked miles into 
the forest to the pygmy village 
where the wee folks posed 
shyly for photographs. 

Finally in mid-June they left 
Kampala in Uganda by train 
for the beginning of their trip 
down the Nile, which took 25 
days via steamer, station wag¬ 
on and train through the Su¬ 
dan and Egypt. They were the 
only Americans making the 
trip, their only companion be¬ 
ing a young man from Johan¬ 
nesburg enroute to London. 

From Cairo they flew to Je¬ 
rusalem and traveled by bus 
and taxi to Bethlehem, Heb¬ 
ron, Judea, Jericho—to Damas¬ 
cus, Syria, and Beirut, Leba¬ 
non. Then on to Athens for a 
few days and to Frankfurt, 
where they picked up the little 
Volkswagon they had ordered 
months in advance. 

They headed north through 
Germany into Denmark. Swe¬ 
den and across to Finland. 

There they traveled from Hel¬ 
sinki up into the Arctic Circle 
and across to Hammer^est, Nor¬ 
way, the most northerly city in 
the world, where they were 
able to see the midnight sun. 

Down through Norway with 
its beautiful fiords, magnifi- 
, cent waterfalls and extreme¬ 
ly friendly people to Bergen 
and Oslo and around to Goth- 
enberg, Sweden. Then over to 
Denmark and through Holland 
Belgium, France and across the 
Channel to England. 

Then they traveled all around 
England, Wales, Ireland and 
Scotland and back into France, 
and along the Normandy coast 
to Omaha and Utah Beaches 
and down into the Chateau 
c o u n t r y—to Paris, Rheims, 

World War I territory—into 
Germany to Heidelberg and 
through the Flack Forest to 
Bavaria. Then across Austria 
to Vienna and back to Inns¬ 
bruck, through Switzerland, 
with trips to the Jungfrau and 
to the Matterhorn. 

Then came Italy from Milan 
to Venice to Sorrento—to lovely 
Capri and charming Ischia.

Back to Rome and along the 
coast to Pisa and the Riviera 
to Marseille—across the top of 
Spain and down to Lisbon and 
the Portugal coast to Seville— 
then Tangiera nd Gibraltar and 
Malaga, Granada, Toledo, Ma¬ 
drid and Barcelona. 

Next an overnight steamer to 
lovely Palma on beaitiful Ma¬ 
jorca for four days—back to 
Marseille where they boarded a 
Swedish freighter for the 15- 
day voyage back to New York.

Dr. Margaret Mead, interna¬ 
tionally known anthropologist, 
will discuss "Orchestrating the 
Cultures of the World” on the 
Pasadena City College Tuesday 
Evening Forum, March 20 at 8 
p.m. in the Sexson Auditorium. 

Dr. Mead draws on a life¬ 
time of study and original sci¬ 
entific research to picture for 
her audience the common 
threads running through all 
cultural groups. She also brings 
together a composite of trends 
and their implications for so¬ 
ciety. 

Dr. Mead has spent most of 
her adult life doing original 
research in anthropology, and 
she has become famous through 
her books and other interpre¬ 
tations to the world of her find¬ 
ings concerning the peoples she 
has studied. 

At present, Dr. Mead is as¬ 
sociate curator of Ethnology, 
American Museum of Natural 
History. Her best known books 

are MALE AND FEMALE, 
COMING OF AGE IN SAMOA, 
FROM THE SOUTH SEAS, and 
GROWING UP IN NEW GUI¬ 
NEA. 


“Some like it hot, some like it cold,” and in this case we’re 
not talking about the porridge of the nursery rhyme but rather 
Azaleas, for in general deciduous Azaleas belong in the sun and 
evergreen Azaleas in the shade. 

Where you plant your Azalea plants is very important, says 
the California Association of 
Nurserymen, for deciduous 
Azaleas in the shade may mil¬ 
dew. Evergreen Azaleas (and 
they are the most popular) en¬ 
joy the shade or a combination 
of morning sun and afternoon 
shade depending on the locale 
they’re planted in. 

Moreover, the various species 
of Azaleas are suited for differ¬ 
ent climates. For instance, in 
both Southern California and 
Northern California coastal 
areas the Indicas, Kurumes, 

Southern Indians, Rutherford 
Hybrids, Gable Hybrids and 
Macranthas, all evergreen, will 
do well. Farther inland in 
Northern California the Indicas 
and Kurumes are excellent 
plantings, too. 

For this state’s valleys, with 
the summer heat, special Aza¬ 
lea strains have been devel¬ 
oped in the past five years. 

They are known as the Brooks 
Hybrids and are between In¬ 
dicas and Kurumes. 

Deciduous Azaleas fall into 
many categories: America Na¬ 
tives, a western species, Asiatic 
species, evergreen - deciduous 
types and hybrid classes, and 
most of them can be gtown 
throughout the state. Of the 
American native, a western 
specie, the Rhododendron occi- 
dentale or Western Azalea is 
native to the Santa Cruz moun¬ 
tains, Sierra Nevada mountains 
and Southern California moun¬ 
tains as well as Humboldt and 
Shasta counties of Northern 
California. 

There are many outstanding 
varieties in each of these 
classes, deciduous and ever¬ 
green. Of the evergreen Indica, 

Albert and Elizabeth (pink 
and white) and Pink Pearl are 
real leaders. In evergreen 
Rutherfordians, Dorothy Gish

(coral) and Purity (white), 
Constance (pink) and in the 
Southern Indicas, Fielder’s 
(white) and Formosa (purple) 
all make excellent plantings. 

An outstanding evergreen 
Gable Hybrid is Purple Splen¬ 
dor and in the new Brooks Hy¬ 
brids, Redwing and Cardinal 
are chosen again and again. 

Of the hardy evergreen Kur¬ 
umes, Coral Bells, Firebird and 
Orchid will add brilliant colors 
to your garden. 

Azaleas, which are a series 
of the gigantic Rhododendron 
family, can be planted in the 
garden as foreground subjects, 
in raised beds or tubs. If you 
plan to plant in the garden 
bed, provide a light, well 
drained soil containing an 
abundance of peat moss and 
leaf mold. 

Set the Azaleas in the soil no 
deeper than in the original 
container for they are surface 
rooted plants. Mulch during 
the summer with peat moss or 
leaf mold, fertilize with an acid 
type fertilizer in the spring and 
keep them moist at all times. 

Planted in raised beds, Aza¬ 
leas do well in pure peat moss 
on a foundation of wood shav¬ 
ings. In tubs allow space for 
three or four inches of peat 
around the root ball and a 
layer of drainage material in 
the bottom. 

Chosen correctly for climate 
and planting site .Azaleas will 
bring vivid beauty to your gar¬ 
den. Get your nurseryman to 
help you in the selection of 
proper varieties for your gar¬ 
den.

Increased sales tax in Pasa¬ 
dena will result in immediate 
civic improvements totaling 
$11,000,000. Voters approved 
eight municipal bond issues 
amounting to the whopping 
sum by a 5-to-l majority, with 
only 13,175 of the city’s 55,625 
going to the polls. 

Bonds will be financed from 
Pasadena’s share of the State 
sales tax revenues under the 
new Uniform Sales Tax Act re¬ 
cently passed by the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Results in the city’s 83 pre¬ 
cincts on the eight propositions 
were: 

No. 1—10,814 to 2,093 for a 
$6,692,000 bond issue for street 
improvements. 

No. 4—11,269 to 1,522 for a 
$1,000,000 off-street parking 
set-up. 

No. 5—10,444 to 2,282 for a 
$1,000,000 worth of storm 
drains. 

No. 4—$11,269 to 1,522 for a 
$122,000 sewer program. 

No. 5—$10,444 to 2,282 for a 
$554,000 street lighting pro¬ 
gram. 

No. 6—10,471 to 2,308 for a

From all the talk about Little League you’d think all the 
boys in the Ranch were between 8 and 12 years of age or that 
those who do not fit into that age category have nothing to do 
but chase the girls. 

Well, it isn’t so. Not that they don’t chase the girls, but 
there are all sorts of organiz¬ 
ed baseball leagues for the 
Little League graduate that 
carry him right into college. 

For the boy who has used up 
his Little League age eligibil¬ 
ity, the next stop can be either 
the Pony League or Babe Ruth 
League. Both are well organiz¬ 
ed along the lines of Little 
League, with national organi¬ 
zations and championship se¬ 
ries at the end of the season. 

Pony League baseball is for 
boys 13 and 14 and games are 
seven innings in length and 
played on fields half way be¬ 
tween Little League and regu¬ 
lation baseball in size. 

Pasadena maintains one Pony 
League for the entire school 
district—the Rose Bowl Pony 
League. The league is com¬ 
prised of eight major and eight 
farm teams of 15 boys each or 
a total capacity for 256 boys. 

Games are played in early 
evening at the Washington and 
McKinley Junior High School 
athletic fields. The season 
starts May 7 with a 32-game 
schedule which will require 
each team to play at least 
twice a week throughout the 
season. Each team is limited 
to eight 14-year-olds. 

Babe Ruth League is for boys 
13, 14 and 15 and is played 
on a regulation diamond. There 
is again but one league for the 
entire school district, compris¬ 
ed of 12 teams of 15 boys each 
or a total capacity of 180. 

The season, tentatively sched¬ 
uled to open May 19, will re¬ 
quire each team to play two 
games a week for 10 weeks. 

Games are played evenings, 

Saturdays and Sundays at Vic¬ 
tory Park, Brook.side Park and 
Wilson Junior High. A maxi¬ 
mum of five 15-year-olds and 
a minimum of five 13-year- 
olds are required for each 
team. 

The next stage is Colt 
League and American Legion, 
which involve some overlap¬ 
ping of ages. Both of these 
leagues play on regular dia¬ 
monds with a full nine innings 
per game. Colt League is for 
boys 15 and 16 and American 
Legion for 16- and 17-year-olds.

Mom (Louise Lorimer) and daughter Pat (Adriana Gutierrez) 
are adept pickpockets and purse snatchers, son (Peter Stickles) 
is a top-notch counterfeiter and Dad sticks to such harmless 
pasttimes as relieving wealthy 
women of family heirlooms. 

The play, “White Sheep of 
the F'amily,” is a sly comedy 
which giggles in the face of 
Scotland Yard and advocates a 
life of crime. The scene is one 
of wealth and refinement in a 
beautiful home, with the pic¬ 
ture of great-grandfather smil¬ 
ing benevolently on all. 

Great-grandfather,, it hap¬ 
pens, was an accomplished 
counterfeiter in his day, and 
his smiling face now serves to 
hide a tool cracking kit. 

Eminently respectable mem¬ 
bers of British high society, the 
family returns from parties and 
sessions at the opera to heart¬ 
warming little family sessions 
where everyone displays his or 
her ill-gotten spoils. 

The maid, played by Laura 
La Plante, is in training, and 
is constantly embarrassing the 
family by “practicing” on 
friends. Pat admonishes her to 
steal only from the family 
till she’s more accomplished, 
and then demands her watch 
returned. 

Imagine, I beg you, the 
shame of the entire family 
when Peter, the son and heir, 
decides to go straight—and for 
a girl! But Peter’s heart is ob¬

The father is played, as has 
been stated, by Edward Everett 
Horton.

He also 
has played extensively in mo¬ 
tion pictures and TV.
